Where 
‘S man foels that his own individual rights 
fare not recognised, as under an absolute 
despotism, we cannot expect him to ahow 
ss much’ devotion to bis country 
be woull when his personal 
freedom is acknowledgd. The 
more that the State recognizes the 
rights of citizens the greater, we naturally 
expect, will be their devotion to the 
State ;” and yet personal freedom has 
often been employed to make the 
escape from one’s country at the fir t 
rude shock o: 3, while men who were 
little above wel of serfdorn have 
kindled with the glow of patriotism and 
have willingly bled and died for their 
country. ‘The men who in feudal times

| nation there is the necessity for personal 
| excellerice among our people, if we are 
| justly to regard our country with patriotic 
|[pride, The other requisite T have. me 
Yloned for the basis of true patriotism is 
pure domestic life. The family is 
the germ both of the church and of the 
‘bation, and neither Church nor mation ovn 
with impunity ignore the relationship 
that once embraced them both. The 
patriarch was the head of his household, 
then of his clan, then of the nation, and 
though in Canada the Government docs 
not ciaim the paternal character which 
it weamed in many nations, yet amon; 
tus no less than among others our nxtion 
character depends very greatly upoa the 
character of our homes. When there is 
no true family life, when people are hud- 
died together in hotels, where the mem: 
bers of & household can hardly feel the 
sacredness of their own home citcls, there 
is little to attach such persons to one 
country more than toanotber. But when 
the holy bonds of the family are main 
tained in undiminished force, when home 
ia both Chureh and castle, when the 
housebold cluster beneath the old root 
tree, seoure from public gaze, united in 
mutual love, and in the more enduring 
bond of their common love to God, when 
men value domestic life and foster do- 
meastic piety they feel that they have an 
interest in their country, and that for the 
land where their home is they would even, 
dare to die, It ia chiefly in our homes 
that our characters are formed; it is 
there that personal excellence is, for the 
ty nourished or starved. Our

which he dwells so pathetically, before he 
sont his dellicove despatch to Madrid and 
attempted to set the whole civilized world 
by the ears in order to gain a tomporsry 
political advantage at home, ‘The Prosi- 
dent's own words prove him guilty of a 
piece of monstrous trickery, unworthy 
of the representative of a great country, 
and throwing the greatest possible 
doubts upon the probity of American 
statesmen in their dealings with foreign 
countries. 

"The President is stil strongly in favour 
of the speedy resumption of specie pay- 
ments—a policy which his party, unfortu- 
nately, do notendorse, His denunciation 
of polygamy and the importation of 
Chinese women for immoral purposes is 
but a repetition of what he has formerly 
ssid to Congress on the same subjects, and 
it is a sad commentary upon the legisla~ 
ti morality of our neighbours that his 
| words have vo far been practically un~ 
| headed. Next to slavery, these evils are 
the darkest blots which have stained the 
record of the Union. If stringent measures 
fare not soon taken to: wipe them out, 
it is not improbable that the experiences 
| of the late civil war may have to be re- 
peated on a amall scale. The educational 
franchise, which finds room only in the re 
capitulation, ia, perbaps, one of the most 
interesting suggestions in the whole mes- 
age. Could we only bplieve. that Coa- 
gress would be willing to give effect to 
the recommendation, we should be pre~ 
pared frankly to acknowledge that the 
United States occupied that positiony im 
the van of civilization and advancement 
to which it has always laid claim.

THE ASYLUMS AND PRISONS OF 
ONTARIO. 


The annual report of ‘Mr, Langmuir, 
Inspector of Prisons, Asylums, 6 for 
the Provinee of Ontario, for the year ending 
30th September last, bas been printed and 
circulated. It ia very large volume, 
covering nearly three hundred pases, 
and gives minute details of the manage 
meat and condition of the various inati 
tutions, The Inspector reiterates bis 
astertions of last your, in regari to the 
somewhat alarming increase of lunacy, 
and remarks upon the inadequate pro- 
vision made for the reception of the in- 
sane—the number of them actually under 
restraint, either in gaols or asylums 
being at the date of making the report 
just double that of the corres 
ponding period last your, This is rather 
4 startling statement, and moro than 
Justis the theory which Mr. Langniair 
has advanced in previous reports - that 
the increase of lunsey is in undue propor 
tion to the yrowth of the population. He 
does not hold hi:self prepared, nor does 
ho attempt to assign any reason for this 
condition of things, believing that the 
causes of insanity and the indueuces 
operating upon ita devélopment dewand 
the investigation of trained medical men, 
familiar with the conditions of the dis 
ease; but he justly points to the f et, 
established by his owa, observation, as one 
demanding the moat earnest considers 
tion, that tho insane and idiotis in th 
Provinoe are as 1 in every 397 of the pop= 
ulation. This will, we have not the alight- 
est hesitation in believing, make moat 
people open theur eycs in surprise, , But 
Mr. Langmauie goes further stilljand saserts

“ Ireland, we ave « larger ratio of iny.ao

European country from which such

“ exceoding that of the United States as

BRITISH COLUMBIA AND T4E 
TERMS. 


The refusal of the Senate to agree to 
the Government's measure for tho con 
struction of 9 railway on Vancouver 
Island, from" Nanaimo to Eaquimalt, 
having made some now proposition 
necemity, the UnderSecretary of State 
recently forwarded to the Lieutenant 
Governor of British Columbia « report 
which the Committee of the Privy Coureil 
passes with a view to obtaining some such 
arrangement. We publish in another 
column the text of that report, which 
explains itself. Whatever this or any 
other Administration might find it neces 
sary to suggest as the basis of a settloment 
of the question in dispute between British 
Columbia and the Dominion (the idea of 
effeeting » compromise by the coustrus 
tion of a local railway having received its 
health-blow in the Sonate), it cannot bat 
be clear to all that they must always kee 
in view the proviso attached to the origi 
terms," at the suggestion of Sir George 
Cartier, which stipulated that no further 
increase shall be required in the rate of 
taxation for the purpose of carrying those 
terms into effect. There are those who 
think there is no pressing necessity for 
the Esqaimalt and Nanaimo Railway 
Upon that question, representa 
tives in the Parliament of the Pacite 
Province seem themselves to have their 
differences of opinion. Of course what 
‘everadvantage there would be ia connec 
tion with that railway would be of « pure: 
ly local character, and the Provincial au 
thorities are therefore best able to judge 
of tho urgency which may exist for har 
ing it prooseded with. If they have a 
certain sum of money placed at their dis- 
posal by the Dominion, to be ased in this 
orany other way they choose, they cer 
tainly cannot complain that the spirit of 
Lord Carnarron’s proposition has been 
Fiolated. Of course we should have pre 
ferred that the right bon. gentlomaa’s 
ideas were carried out to the vety letter, 
Dut that it waa not ia mo fault of the Gor: 
emment. The next best thing they could 
do they have done, and it remains to be 
seen how the Logislature of British Calum 
bia will receive their overtures.
